The major points of the agreement 
are as follows: 


@ a cooperative agreement be- 
tween TSUD and Wallace 
College is desirable to ensure 
that the physical facilities, per- 
sonnel, and equipment at both 
institutions be effectively util- 
ized for the maximum benefit 
of the Dothan area; 
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e TSUD’s mission is to provide 
upper division (junior/senior) 
graduate courses with a limited 
lower division; 


e Wallace College’s mission is to 
provide lower division (fresh- 
man/sophomore) courses; 


e after Fall Quarter 1990, TSUD 
will admit only transfer stu- 
dents;" 


e both institutions will support 
the future development of 
programs that are based on the 
needs of the region; 


e ACHE agrees to recognize in 
its funding formula the higher 
cost of upper division/graduate 
level education for TSUD.
